S. 0.168(E).— xhe following draft of the Breeding of and Experiments on 
AnimaIs(Control and Supervision) Amendment Rules, 2000, which the 
Committee for the Purpose of Control and Supervision of Experiments on 
Animals proposes to make in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1), 
(lA) and (2) of section 17 of The Prevention of Cruelty to Animals Act, 1960(59 
of 1960), are hereby published as required by the said section for information of 
all persons likely to be affected thereby; and notice is hereby given that the said 
draft rules shall be taken into consideration after the expiry of a period of thirty 
days fi-om the date on which copies of the Gazette of India containing this 
notification are made available to the public. 

Any person desirous of making any suggestion or objection in respect of the said 
draft rules may forward the same for consideration of the said Committee within a 
period so specified to the Member Secretary, Committee for the Purpose of 
Control and Supervision of Experiments on Animals, Ministry of Social Justice 
and Empowerment, Room No.211, 2°“* Floor, ‘D’ Wing, Shastri Bhavan, Dr. 
Rajendra Prasad Marg, New Delhi-110 001. 

Draft Rule.s 

1 (1) These rules may be called the Breeding of and Experiments on 

Animals(Control and Supervision) Amendment Rules,2000. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 
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2 . In the Breeding of and Experiments on Animals(Control and Supervision) 
Rules, 1998:- 

(1) in rule 2, in clause(e), for the words and expression experiments on an 
animal/animals for the purpose of advancement by new discovery of physiological 
knowledge which will be useful for”, the words and expression, “ use of an 
animal/animals for the purpose of advancement of biological knowledge or gain 
of information which may contribute to . ..shall be substituted. 

(2) in rule 5, in clause(c), for the words “ the Member-Secretary of the Committee 
or any officer authorised in this regard by the Committee”, the words “.... the 
Committee. The Committee or any officer authorised in this regard by the 
Committee shall take decisions on registration within three months of application. 
If modifications of facilities are required before registration, the details needed 
shall be communicated by the Committee ”, shall be substituted. 

(3) in rule 6,(a)in clause (a), for the words, for the words “ as per the specified 
format and keep complete particulars about the kind of animal to be used for 
conducting any experiment, the health of the animal, the nature of the experiment 
to be performed and the reasons necessitating the performance of such an 
experiment on particular species.”, the words “of particulars about the animals 
actually used from day to day for conducting experiments, with the number of 
animals, the species, the age and gender and other relevant particulars ”, shall be 
substituted. 

(b) for the existing claus^b), the following clause shall be substituted, namely:- 
“(b)The Committee or any other officer authorised by the Committee may 
examine the register so maintained in consultation with the Institutional Animal 
Ethics Committee and the Head of the establishment, and if he is not satisfied 
even after opportunities given for improvement, it may take such action as 
appropriate under these rules.” 

(4) in rule 7, after clause(f), the following clause shall be inserted, namely:- “ (g) 
The detailed specifications for housing, feeding and maintenance of various 
species to be used in animal experimentation shall be published in the Official 
Gazette by the Committee, and upon publication, it shall be adhered to by 
registered organisations.” 

(5) In rule in clause(a), for the words “Degree or Diploma holders in 

Veterinary Science or Medicine or Laboratory Animal Science of a University or 
an Institution recognised by the Government ” ,the words, an expression*' .... 
Degree holders in MedicineA^eterirtary Science, Diploma in Pharmacy/Life 
Sciences/ any other Natural Sciences with a Diploma/Certificate in Laboratory 
Animal Techniques/Sciences from a recognised institution approved by CPCSEA” 
shall be substituted. 

(b) for the existing clause (g), the following clause shall be substituted, namely: -“ 
(g) the experiments shall not be performed for the sole purpose of attaining or 
retaining manual skill except in schools, colleges and programmes duly 
scrutinised and permitted in registered establishments by the Com_mittee or the 
Institutional Animal Ethics Committee” 
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(c) in clause (j), for the words “the substance known as urari or curari or any such 
paralysan shall not be used”, the words “no paralyzing agent, including curare, 
shall be used ’’shall be substituted. 

(6) In rule 10,- (a) for the existing clause(b), the following clause shall be 
substituted, namely:- “A breeder/establishment should not acquire any animal by 
sale or otherwise except from a registered breeder/establishment, except in the 
case of acquisition of laboratory-bred experimental animals of genetically defined 

strains from non-Indian sources for which registered breeders/establishments shall 
apply for permission to the Committee or Institutional Animal Ethics Committee 
recognised by the CPC SEA” 

(b) in clause (e) for the words “No animal shall be imported by a breeder”, the 
words “No animal except genetically defined ones shall be imported by a breeder 
“ shall be substituted. 

(7) in rule 12, for the words “ experiments on contract basis on behalf of any other 
establishment or research or educational institution ”, the words “ experiments on 
contract basis on non-laboratory bred animals on behalf of any other 
establishment or research or educational institution, except with prior permission 
of the Committee ” shall be substituted.
